Bogart,  director  of  the  New  York  regional 
office  of  the  Anti-Defamation  League.  Her 
office  and  staff  serve  New  York  City,  West¬ 
chester,  Rockland,  and  Putnam  Counties. 

She  will  discuss  the  new  anti-Semitism  and 
racism,  giving  an  overview  of  the  latest  neo- 
Nazi  groups  and  their  activities,  the  legal 
methods  used  to  combat  these  groups,  and  the 
educational  programs  designed  to  thwart  these 
hate  groups’  attempts  to  attract  young  members. 
She  also  will  comment  on  the  recent  Crown 
Heights  confrontations  from  the  point  of  view  of 
one  of  the  parties  involved  in  trying  to  amelio¬ 
rate  the  situation. 

Ms.  Bogart  is  a  graduate  of  Northwestern 
University’s  Medill  School  of  Journalism  and 
holds  a  master’s  degree  in  information  science 
from  Northern  Illinois  University. 

Her  work  focuses  on  civil  rights  and  bias  related 
issues,  as  well  as  multicultural  education  and 
prejudice  reduction  strategies.  She  has,  for 
several  years,  initiated  and  directed  interfaith 
and  intergroup  dialogues  to  reduce  intergroup 
tensions  and  develop  a  climate  of  better  under¬ 
standing  and  respect  for  cultural  and  religious 
differences. 

A  native  of  Chicago,  Ms.  Bogart  also  lived  in 
St.  Louis  before  coming  to  New  York.  She  has 
developed  programs  that  address  social  policy 
issues  on  AIDS,  immigration,  and  public  educa¬ 
tion.  She  has  trained  others  in  coalition  building 
skills,  conflict  resolution,  and  facilitation  skills. 

Ms.  Bogart  recently  was  appointed  to  the 
newly-formed  Bias  Hotline  Advisory  Council  of 
the  City’s  Human  Rights  Commission. 

She  will  address  the  congregation  after  the 
service  and  an  Oneg  Shabbat  will  take  place  on 
the  Lower  Level.

From  The  Rabbi’s  Desk 

Simhat  Bat 

Beginning  a  new  Jewish  year  has  made  me 
reflect  on  the  beginning  of  human  life  and  how 
Judaism  celebrates  it.  Most  of  us  are  aware  of 
how  the  Jewish  people  welcomes  a  baby  boy 
into  its  midst  —  through  the  Brit  Milah  cere¬ 
mony  — a  ritual  circumcision  which  enters  a 
Jewish  boy  into  the  covenant  with  God  estab¬ 
lished  so  long  ago  by  our  ancestor  Abraham. 

We  are  less  aware,  however,  of  welcoming 
ceremonies  for  Jewish  girls  because  they  have, 
for  the  most  part,  been  less  emphasized  and  less 
elaborate.  Traditionally,  a  baby  girl  has  been 
named  in  the  synagogue  on  a  Torah-reading  day 
(Monday,  Thursday,  and  Shabbat)  soon  after 
her  birth.  Her  father  receives  an  aliyah  to  the 
Torah,  after  which  a  blessing  is  recited  over 
mother  and  child,  and  the  girl’s  name  is  offi¬ 
cially  announced  to  the  congregation.  Today,  in 
some  synagogues,  both  mother  and  father  (and 
baby  girl!)  are  called  to  the  Torah  for  the  aliyah 
and  the  blessing,  and  often  a  kiddush  is  held  in 
honor  of  the  baby’s  birth.  The  traditional 
naming  ceremony  is  beautiful  and  lets  the 
community  know  there’s  a  new  Jewish  girl  in 
our  midst! 

But  many  people  with  a  heightened  appreciation 
for  women’s  equality  have  amplified  the  wel¬ 
coming  celebration  to  express  in  poetic  and 
ritual  terms  that  their  daughter  has  entered  the 
special  Jewish  covenant.  This  ceremony  has 
come  to  be  known  as  “Simhat  Bat”  -  “The 
Rejoicing  over  a  Daughter.”  It  is  often  cele¬ 
brated  in  the  parents’  home  where  members  of 
the  family  and  community  are  invited  both  for 
the  ceremony  and  a  meal  afterwards.  The 
ceremony  is  sometimes  celebrated  on  the  eighth 
day  after  birth  (paralleling  the  Brit  Milah).  But 
the  31st  day  of  life  is  also  an  appropriate  time 
for  this  naming  and  covenant  ceremony.  It  can 
be  creative,  since  there  is  no  established  liturgy 
for  it,  and  often  includes  blessings,  verses  from 


the  Psalms  which  mention  children,  and  the 
inclusion  of  female  heroines  from  the  Bible.  (I 
have  copies  of  various  ceremonies  and  would  be 
delighted  to  help  a  couple  create  their  own 
Simhat  Bat.)  The  ceremony  expresses  the  mira¬ 
cle  of  birth  and  the  parents’  gratefulness  for  the 
new  life  of  their  child.  Simhat  Bat  is  a  wonder¬ 
ful  way  to  celebrate  the  birth  of  a  daughter.  The 
creation  of  a  new  ceremony  for  baby  girls 
affirms  that  our  Jewish  tradition  is  ever  renew¬ 
ing  itself,  pulsating  with  vitality,  and  enriching 
our  lives.  — Rabbi  Melissa  F.  Crespy
